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The  Iowa  Crop  and.  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-i^dde  organization  which  is  entrusted  '"ith  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture t.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information 
at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series 
is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  7,  Strand 
State-i^ide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  '"ork  completed  on  Project 
65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.     Official  project  665-72- 
3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  21  and  23. 

The  Ic^a  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  official 
who  collect  data  on  croris  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  lova.  lawso 
T?ithout  these  data  by  townshir)S  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statis- 
tics would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGRIOJLTUEAL  STATISTICS  -  HOWARD  COUNTY 

Howard  County  was  originally  a  part  of  old  Fayette  County  and  when  first 
established  it  contained  but  twelve  townships.     In  1855,  the  north  half  of  town- 
ship 97,  ranges  11  to  14,  ^ere  detached  from  Chickasaw  County  and  added  to 
Ho^-^ard,  making  its  present  area.     The  county  wa,s  named  for  General  To  A.  Howard 
of  Indianao     ll    Before  1855,  this  county  was  attached  to  Chickasaw  for  election 
of  its  officers  in  1855  and  the  county-seat  -"as  located  at  Vernon  Springs.  The 
county-seat  was  moved  to  Howard  Center  in  the  spring  of  1857  and  finally  located 
at  Cresco  in  1967, 

The  earliest  settlement  dates  "back  to  Hiram  Johnson  who  "built  the  first 
ca"bin  in  the  county  at  Oregon  Grove  on  Turkey  River,     The  permanent  settlement 
seems  to  have  "begun  with  a  "body  of  settlers  that  came  in  1854  and  settled  at 
Oregon  Grove,     This  place  was  about  two  miles  below  the  present  site  of  Cresco 
and  was  a  flourishing  place  until  the  building  of  the  first  railroad  by  the 
Milwaukee  and  St,  Paul  Railroad  in  1866,     This  road  passed  two  miles  north 
of  Oregon  Grove  and  the  town  literally  moved  to  the  new  location  which  had 
been  laid  out  that  year  and  was  called  Cresco,     2l    Cresco  was  named  by  its 
founder,  Augustus  Beadle,  and  today  it  is  a  typical  Iowa  town  of  pleasant 
homes,   streets  and  gardens.     Two  leading  creameries  here  in  1935  paid  the  farmers 
half  a  million  dollars:     in  the  sane  year  400  cars  of  livestock  were  shipped, 
100  cars  of  eggs,  75  cars  of  butter  and  50  cars  of  live  and  dressed  poultry,  Zj 

Area 

This  county  is  approximately  24  miles  in  length  by  20  miles  in  width, 
embracing  468  square  miles  4/,     or  229,520  acres.     Of  this  number,  293,422  acres 
are  listed  as  farm  lands.     5/    There  are  t^-'elve  townships  of  varying  sizes; 
this  variation  arises  from  the  fact  that  Howard  County's  northern  boundary  is 
Minnesota's  southern  boundary.     It  ranks  fifty- fourth  in  point  of  size  in  the 
State . 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Howard  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location:     namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace  and  swamp  and  bottom-land. 
The  drift  soils  cover  82.7  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  Carring- 
ton  loams — 48.6  percent,   Clyde  loams — 16,1  percent,  Floyd  silt  loam — 6,5  percent,

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Dickinson  loams — 6,2  percent,  Dodgeville  loam — 3„ 8  percent,  and  Lindley  fine 
sandy  loam — 1,5  percent.     The  loess  soils  cover  3.3  percent  of  the  surface  of 
the  county  and  are  divided  into  Tama  silt  loam — 1,3  percent,  Fayette  silt  loam 
— 1,7  percent,  and  Dodgeville  silt  loam — 0,3  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover 
6.5  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  O'Neill  loams — 6,0  percent, 
Bremer  silt  loam — 0„4  percent,  and  LaCrosse  sandy  loam — 0,1  percent.

Topography 

In  general,   the  surface  of  Howard  County  is  a  gently  undulating  plain,  ex- 
cept in  the  northeastern  part  where  it  is  distinctly  hilly.     This  hilly  section 
covers  about  20  square  miles  and  roughly  corresponds  to  the  loessial  section  of 
the  county.     In  the  remaining  portions  of  the  county  the  topographic  features 
are  more  pronounced  near  the  rivers  and  larger  streams.     The  "broad  drift  plain 
originally  present  has  "been  cut  "by  the  streams  and  the  surface  has  "become  rough. 
Considerahle  erosion  has  occurred  in  places,  particularly  in  the  vicinity  of 
Cresco,     On  the  divides  "between  the  streams,  and  especially  in  the  central  and 
western  parts,   the  surface  is  gently  undulating. 

Various  streams  and  intermittent  drainage-way s  extend  practically  into  all 
parts  of  the  upland  and  the  natural  drainage  system  is  well  developed.  Rather 
extensive  areas  of  terrace  and  bottom-land  soils  occur  along  Crane  Creek,  the 
north  branch  of  the  Turkey  and  the  Wapsipinicon  rivers.     Drainage  is  accomplished 
by  the  Upper  Iowa  Hiver  t^/ith  its  tributaries  in  the  northern  part,  the  Wapsi- 
pinicon and  Little  Wapsipinicon  Rivers  in  the  southwestern  part ,  C."irane  Creek 
with  its  tributaries  in  the  central  western  section,  and  all  branches  of  the 
Turkey  River  in  the  east  central  portion,  _7/ 

Climate 

The  10-year  (1930-1939  incl.)  average  temperature  of  Howard  County  ^as  44,2 
degrees,    _§/    The  average  rainfall  for  33  years  (1872-1905)  ^''as  30,35  inches,  and 
the  growing  season  averaged  135  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  May  8 
and  September  28,   recorded  over  a  12-year  period  (1918-1930),  _9/ 

Population 

The  State  Census  in  1856  credited  this  county  with  but  444  inhabitants, 
Hox-rever,  the  Federal  Census  of  1860  showed  a  population  of  3,168  and  the  growth 
was  steady  until  the  peak  was  reached  in  1900;     since  then  there  has  been  a 
slight  recession.     The  following  table  shows  the  comparative  enumerations  at 
ten  year  intervals:

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  eight  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this

As  a  -.-hole,  they  had  1,883  members,  of  -.rhich  1,461  were  active,  and  3^108 
persons  did  business  v/ith  the  8  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  busi- 
ness volume  of  •'1,307,  291  and  the  piirchasin;;  cooperatives  transacted  .;163,343 
worth  of  l:usiness. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  m.ay  perform  one  or  the  other 
f'TAnction  e::clusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for  dis- 
tribution to  their  m_e2Tibers  and  patrons,   and  selling  cooperc.tives  m.arket  farm  ccm-

In  1909,  the  record  year  for  apples,  there  were  24,050  trees  and  12.132 
bushels  recorded.     This  is  to  be  contrasted  -,rith  9^.856  trees  and  2,123  bushels 
in  1934,     Poaches  have  never  been  of  ony  consequence.     plum_s  had  a  report  of 
3,141  trees  in  1909,  but  had  the  largest  production,  456  bushels,  in  1934,  The 
largest  report  for  cherries  was  248  trees  rnd  47  bushels  in  1909,     Grapes  had  a 
listing  of  773  vines  in  1874  and  a  peak  production  of  2,700  pounds  in  1094.  In

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 


The  crop  assessors'  statistical  "breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn;  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)   corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)   corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,-    A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  huskedo     In  getting  county  totals  of  pro- 
ductions the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  "by  the  yield  (derived 
"by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  "by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  summa- 
tions of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.     This  assumes  that  acreage 
not  husked  v;ould  have  produced  th6  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,,  "both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  "by  the  state  assessors'  office  "because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  "best  acreages  for  husking  and 
cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield.  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  "by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  yearSf  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  "based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  "bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  "by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  "by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
ta"ble  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  "been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations,,     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936„

The  figures  in  this  ta"ble  for  the  years  1870-1935,  inclusive,  have  been  derived 
from  the  Tederal  Censuses  for  Iowa.     These  enumerations  have  been  made  as  of  differ- 
ent dates.    Some  enumerations  were  for  a  "base  date  of  January  1,  others  for  a  "base 
date  of  April  1,  and  others  for  June  1. 


The  census  enumerations  made  in  I92O,  I925  and  1935  were  for  January  1.  For 
compars-hil  ity  the  enumerations  made  for  the  base  dates  of  April  1  and  June  1  were 
adjusted  to  an  equivalent  January  1  base.     This  adjustment  procedure  places  the 
livestock  data  of  the  above  table  on  the  one  inventory  date  of  January  1. 

The  fibres  for  I936,  1937,  I938  and  I939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are  es- 
timates of  the  Division  of  igricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  niiiles,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  farm  assess- 
ors' figures.
